Bernice Claire’s mother, Mrs. Adolph 
Jahnigan, (which, you deduce, is the 
real name of the star) heard her baby 
daughter singing in 1908 when she 
was just 14 months old. And all this 
took place in their little home in Oak- 
land, California.

Jahnigan decided that Bernice should 
be a singer. 


But Bernice grew into young girl- 
hood with the firm conviction that 
she would become a writer of Christ- 
mas plays for children!

OF ALL AGES 


(Advance Reader) 
The new era of things in Holly- 


-wood has brought song writers of 


all ages to its precincts. There is, 
for instance, the very young team 
of Lorenz Hart and _ Richard 
Rodgers, and there is the veteran 


|team of Sam Lewis, Joe Young and 


Harry Warren. Both teams have 
written songs for “Spring Is Here,” 
the First National and Vitaphone 
production starring Alexander Gray 
and Bernice Claire which will play 
A CMO aro Bona Theatreony ge sc. 

Hart and Rodgers practically 
went from College to Broadway. 
A Theatre Guild representative saw 
a college play written by them and 
induced them to write the lyries and 
music for the famous Garrick Gaie- 
ties of 1922. Their work was im- 
mediately successful. Since then 
they have written words and music 
for innumerable Broadway hits, in- 
cluding the musical comedy “Spring 
Is Here” on which the First Na- 
tional production is based. Two 
of their songs from this show are 
found in the movie version. They 
are the beautiful “Yours Sincerely” 
and “With A Song In My Heart.” 
Their newest musical comedy work 
is the words and music of “Simple 
Simon,” Ed Wynn’s forthcoming 
stage production. Hart and Rodgers 
have also written such popular fav- 
orites as “Blue Room,” “You Took 
Advantage Of Me,” “My Heart 
Stood Still” and “I Feel At Home 
With You” as well as hundreds of 
others. 

Sam Lewis and Joe Young, writ- 
ers of several songs for “Spring Is 
Here” in collaboration with Harry 
Warren, represent one of the oldest 
song-writing combinations in the 
music world. They have been writ- 
ing for upwards of twenty years.

(Current Reader) 

The musie used in the First Na- 
tional and Vitaphone production 
“Spring Is Here” which stars Alex- 
ander Gray and Bernice Claire who 
may be seen on the sereen of the 
Theatre has faced many 
pressing situations. The songs have 
come through with flying colors and 
they have been further hard-pressed 
by the phonograph companies. All 
this “pressing,” however, only means 
that “Cryin’ For The Carolines,” 
“Have A Little Faith In Me,” 
“Yours Sincerely,” “With A Song 
In My Heart” and the many other 
beautiful tunes in “Spring Is Here” 
have been “pressed” by the leading 
recording companies in the country. 
“Pressing” is a term used in the 
phonograph industry describing the 
process used in making records. 
They are impressions on a dise and 
the “Spring Is Here” songs certain- 
ly make good impressions. From 
the fact that these impressions are 
made by pressure comes the term 
“pressing” as used by the phono- 
graph companies. So next time any- 
one tells you that the phonograph 
industry faces a “pressing” situation 
yowll know what is meant and ean 
wink your left eye, and smile.
